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WASHINGTON, «Pi—A good 
question to ask @ congressman 
just before he votes cn some- 
thing 1s: “How much do you 
really know about it?” 

Congress is like a bunch of 
bt ffalo hunters. They send out 


a couple of scouts to shoot a 
steak and then they all eat it. 

In congress there are 96 sena- 
tors, 435 house members, and 
swarms committees. Almost 
every member of congress is on 
at least wre committee 

Bach committee specializes in 
a certaim kind of bill, like labor 
or banking, or farming. 

It holds hearings and then is- 
sues, for all the cther congress- 
men to read, a bill to be voted 
on by all. 

In addition, it sometimes 
sues a report explaining the 
or a word-for-word copy 
hearings. 

The other congressmen can 
read the bill and get a fill-in by 
reading the report—but 

While the lab¢r committee is 
holding héarings on a labor bill, 
the farm committee is holding 
hearings on a farm bill. 

So neither gets much chance, 
if any, to sit in on the other com- 
mittee’s doings. 

It has to trust pretty much to 
the judgment of that other com- 
mittee that the bill it finally 
turns out is all right. 

But then at voting time, say 
on a farm bill, both the commit- 
tee experts on farming and those 
who have never seen the bill be- 
fore, or didn’t have time to study 
it well, sit down to vote. 

By this time a lot of the non- 
experts may have their minds 
already made up on how they’ 
vote, either because of personal 
feelings ‘or because of letters 
from the folks back home. 

But, by and large, you can see 
that congressmen and senators 
have to depend pretty much on 
the judgment, intentions and in- 
clinations of a ccmmiitee to help 
them. 

And the committees are pretty 
jealous of their rights. Not just

any other member of the house 
or senate can walk in, sit down 
with the committee, and start 
questioning witnesses or take 
any part in the doings. 

When a non-member wants a 
hand, he has to ask permission. 
The most recent example hap- 
pened with the senate foreign 
relations committee. 

This committee is probably 
the most distinguished in con- 
gress, and is very proud, Senator 
Tom Connally, Texas Democrat, 
is chairman. At his right hand 
sits Senator Arthur Vandenberg, 
Michigan Republican. 

This committee has been hold- 
ing hearings every day cn the 
Atlantic pact. Two Republican 
senators Donnell of Missouri, 
and Watkins of Utah—who are 
not members of the committee, 


asked permission to sit in and 
question witnesses. 

Roth senators are critical of 
the pact. Before they had a 


chance to ask a question, Con- 
nally accused them of wishing 
to oppose and filibuster against 
the pact. 

Finally, when it came time to 
ask witnesses questions after 
all the committee members had 
finished asking Connally in- 
formed the witnesses that the 
two senators were not commit- 
tee members and were being 





allowed to ask questions only by 
courtesy of the committee. 

Watkins walked out Monday, 
feeling he had been “lectured 
and humiliated long enough.” 
Connally said Watkins and Don- 
nell had been using up two-thirds 
of the committee's time with 
their questions. 

Taking note of all this, the 
Washington Post suggests that 
professional staffs which work 
with the various ccmmittees 
hold seminars, or study periods, 
for such congressmen. 

This might help. But most 
congressmen probably would say 
they had too much other busi- 
ness to find time for seminars. 
Congress is likely to go on as 
usual,

No critic, I, but I'd say it’s 
every bit as readable as the 
stirring fables contained in the 
shills for cigarettes and razor 
blades, shampoos and toothpaste. 
That is high praise indeedy, for 
no man lives more daringly than 
the hero of the Gillette ads. 

We have, in the first issue of 
Tops, which is what they call 
this thing, a full coverage of 
the vital subjects. That crime 
is unprcfitable, that unwed 
motherhood is frowned on in the 
better circle:, and that people 
who run over children with auto- 
mobiles are not nice is limned 
in violent pen strokes. 

The man who runs this book 
says, in a preface, that ‘this new 
means of entertainment, for 
which we have ccined the dis- 
criptive word, ‘illustories’, now 
takes its place in full maturity 


alongside the theater, movies, 
radio and television . this new 
visual journalism is as Ameri- 
cafi as hotdogs and chewing 
gum” as Tiny Tim once re- 
marked, “God bless us every 
one!” 


Man says it took nine years 
of planning and Lord cnly knows 


how many thousand hungry art- 
ists to fetch this literary coup 
d'etat to full flower. It comes 
upon the scene suitably embel- 
lished by the cartoonists, and 
hence must represent a mile- 
stone in culture. 

I may be inclined to scoff, 
since I am a fellow who takes 
his werds straight, without a 
pigmented chaser, but we have 
been pointing in this direction 
for a long, long time. The fanati- 
cism with which children feed on 
the gaudy doings of comicbook 
characters should have warned 
us: the potency of the advertis- 
ing “comic” strip, as a molder 
of cpinion should have cinched 
the argument. 

“Comic” is a misnomer all the 
way. We get the doings of Saul 
of Tarus, Tarzan of the Apes, 
King Arthur, Christopher Co- 
lumbus and Gyp the Blood fed 
us now in the new literary me- 
dium, which saves the reader 
effort. Where he read pages 
once, he now reads a single par- 
agraph-—-a caption. We will give 


him Shakespeare, Kant, and 
even Adolf Hitler in the new, 
easy-to-swallow form—six pic- 


tures with a thin iedge of ex- 
planation under it. 

I suppose this narcotic cannot 
help but catch on, and that per- 
chance the written word will fi- 
nally fall into disrepute save as 
a signpost to the overblown 
photo or the flamboyant illus- 
tration. No Shakespeare can 
hope to compete with a hungry 
Greenwich Villager who can 
compress all of “Hamlet’ into 
a line-drawing with an agate 
cast of characters underneath. 

But I dread the day when the 
complexities of daily living are 
all sugar-pilled into a catchy 
picture. The bold doings of our 
leaders are frightening enough 
in erdinary 8-point print, and 
when the ravings of the prophets 
presented in a four-color 
spread, with words like “sock”

Manie Sacks, the man _ behind 
many a disc jockey. 

Manie knows better than to 
try. The odds are too high. 

As heads of artists and reper- 
toire for Columbia Records, 
Sacks, selects the songs for a 
firm which mints some 53,000,- 
000 phonograph records a year. 

After a quarter century in 
the music industry, Manie, a 
small, sensitive-featured man cf 
48, is. convinced there is no for- 
mula for turning out a hit tune. 

“Anybody who tells you he 
can write a sure hit is as crazy 
as a guy who says he knows how 
a horse race is going to turn 
out.” 

Besides reviewing the grist 
submitted by professional song 
publishers, Manie and his as- 
sistant Icok over 100 to 150 
song; by amateurs each week. 

“Only one or two a year by 
unknown writers turn out to be 
worth recording,” he said. 

A current example is ‘Riders 
in the Sky,” written by a west- 
ern forest ranger and popular- 
ized by Burl lves, the folk sing- 
er.

“The ranger ought to make

“They aren't interested in 
loud music, jam sessions or any 
kind of mucic that plays away 
from the melody itself,’ he said. 

“Be-Bop hasn't a chance. It’s 
a fad. I can’t understand it, and 


.I don’t know anyone who can 


explain it and make sense.” 


The record market is in a 
slump and buyers are becoming 
more selective. 


“They don't just want a rec- 
ord anymore,’ Manie grinned. 
“They want a producticn, Along 
with the dance band music they 
want singers or a choral group 

at least some extra gimmick.” 

Today any record that sells to 
250,000 customers is highly suc- 
cesful, Only five or six records 
a year make the real hit class 

1,000,000 or more. And they 
last only four to six months at 
the top. 

“One of the reasons the in- 
dustry is off is that too many 
song writer; are turning out 
tunes like they were hosiery or 
cigarettes—on a mass produc- 
tion basis,” said Sacks.
